parts mto this Countrey, hath dealt with lome to be ofaconſpiracie to vſe ſome violence vpon 

zur Perlon, whereby mult either haue followed perill to our life, oꝛ danger of innouation in 

gur State, which Anthony Copley, hauing bene ſought foꝛ linee his practiſing with others, by 

the ozdinarp Officers and mimſters of our State, in plates about our Court, and our Citie of 

London, cannot pet be found: So as it iccineth Helurketh very cloſely,awayting oppoztunitie 

o attempt his treaſonabte purpoſes, oꝛ to p:ocure other of our Subiects to conſpire with him 
tu {fo diſtopall a fact. 

Wherekoꝛe we haue found it neceſſary fo make publike declaration to all our people of his 
Wicked pu ryoſe, knowing well that all true and lopall-Subiccts, howſocuer dunded from the 
State in matter of Religion , will abhoꝛre fo vngracious and traiterous a minde, of which 
good affection Wee require then all to make pꝛoofe, by doing their endeuours to diſconerand 
appꝛehend the lapde Anthony Copley Wherelotuer Hee map bee found: Charging all Licute- 
nants, Deputic Licutenants, Juſtices of Peace, Maiozs, Shiriffes, Conſtables, and all o⸗ 
ther our Miniſters whomſoeuer, to be diligent in enquiring and ſcarching foꝛ the ſaid 4ncho- 
ny Copley: Whom if they ſhall happen to take, Our pleaſure is they ſend him pꝛeſently to our 
Puuie Counſell, oꝛ to ſomce of our ozdinary Magiſtrates, to abide the triall of our Lawes fo? 
his fact, And do farther declare, That ik any perſon of onr Realine ſhall conceale, harbour, 
licepe 02 maintaine the ſayd Anthony Copley, after they haue by this our Pꝛoclamation, oꝛ o⸗ 
therwile, notice of his traiterous purpoſe : Weemult, as there is inſt cauſe, extend againſt 
them the power of our indignation, and the rigour of our Lawes, though we ſhall be ſoꝛy to 
find any ſuch octaſion giuen by any of our Subiects whom we doe hold ſo deare.
